I am a retired Louisville resident and i am opposed to this rate increase, especially the customer 
charge portion on the meter. The article indicated that the electric meter customer charge is going 
from $3.31 to $9.00 per month { an increase of +172%}, however, the article did not mention that 
we already pay a customer charge of $7.00 per month for the gas meter customer charge.
